UNCLE SAM MAY NEED THE GALA- 
PAGOS ISLANDS. 


If John Bull Has not Already Gob- 
bled Them Up We May Establish 
a Coaling Station There—British 
Foreign Office Professes Ignorance 
of the Alleged Deal. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.}] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8,—Senator 
Lodge called at the State Department 
today to talk with Secretary Hay about 
his Galapdtos Island resolution. As to 
the basis of his resolution of inquiry, 
he said that all the information he 
had as to the reported attempt of the 
English government to secure the isl- 
ands was derived from newspaper 
sources. The State Department itself 
had no direct information of any recent 
movement looking to the acquisition of 
the islands, but will refer the resolu- 
tion of inquiry to United States Min- 
ister Sampson, at Quito, for a response. 

It would not beat all*surprising, it 


is said here, if the ultimate result of 


the broaching of this subject. now were 
the acquisition of a coaling station on 
these islands by the United States gov- 
ernment. In fact, the Navy Depart- 
ment has within the past year been 
making a quiet investigation into the 
facilities there existing with that ob- 
ject in view. Commander Tanner was 
dispatched to Galapagos Islands just 
after the eonclusion of the war with 
Spain to make a personal examination 
of the conditions existing. He found 
that the Equadorean government had 
some years ago abandoned its penal 
station on Charles Island, leaving be- 
hind a large number of domestic ani- 
mals in a half wild state, and these 
stocks had enormously increased. Only 
one of the half dozen islands was in- 
habited, namely Chatham Island, and 
that island had but one inhabitant, in 
the person of a Mr. Goboss. He was 
of Ecuadorean birth, but was a 
naturalized American citizen. 


BEFORE TH}! CABINET.

ENGLAND DENIES IT. 
{[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, Dec. §.—So far as can be 
ascertained by the Associated Press, 
Great Britain is not negotiating for 
the purchase of the Galapagos Islands 
from Ecuador, nor has she any inten- 
tion of securing thé islands. Offictal itg- 
norance is professed on the whole mat- 
ter, and there is some astonishment at 
the action of the United S.ates in pass- 
ing Senator Lodge's resolution request- 
ing President McKinley to inform the 
Senate regarding Ecuador's proposed 
sale of the islands. The Associated 
Press learns that Ecuador may be said 
to have no intention of parting with the 
islands at any price. 

Whether or not unofficial steps were 
taken by Great Britain with the view 
of their possible purchase, is a mere 
matter of surmise. But it is certain 
that, according to the highest Brit- 
ish officials, these steps never reached 
the stage of official negotiations.

Sitting in Congress, 


Mormon State May Have Its 
Sovereignty Revoked, 


Leading Gentiles of. Utah Reply to 
Roberts’s Published Address to 
_ the Amétican People—A 
Hot Roast.

NEW YORK. Dec. 8.—[FExclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to. the Sun from 
Washington says Brigham H. Roberts 
of Utah is bolieved to have abandored 
hope of ever attaining a seat In the 
House. He had believed the House 
would accept, his credentials and make 
an effort to oust him, after he had 
taken his seat. He hoped to prevent 
his opponents from securing a two- 
thirds vote for this purpose, but be- 
ing stopped at the bar of the House 
on the sole contingency that he may 
disprove the polygamous’ charges 
brought against him, he fs baffled. He 
has never yet denied their truth, ex- 
cept in trying to m@ke a distinction 
between the meaning of “polygamy” 
and “polygamous.” 

.One reason that Roberts has for not 
making tooO\vigorous a defense is that 
the Mormom church has been accused 
of repudiating all its pledges regarding 
polygamous practices and to have en- 
couraged openly violations of the law. 
It has beén charged in and out of 
Congress that the State has broken 
faith with the United States and some 
persons assert that the State is liable 
to be forced back into a Territory when 
polygamy may be stamped out. The 
right of Congress to declare Utah's 
statehood forfeited Is not clearly de- 
fined, but there is no doubt that if the 
breaking of the compact between the 
United States and Utah should be es- 
tablished, Congress could refuse to al- 
low State representation in Congress, 

Representative Tayler, chairnian of 
the special committee, is not only de- 
sirious of bucking Mormonism by shut- 
ting the doors of Congress against 
Roberts, but he wishes to make a 
clean sweep and finish the work he 
has begun by proving the second part 
of his proposition advanced on the 
floor of the House, namely, that Utah 
has broken its compact with the 
United States. As far as the Mormon 
church is concerned, the question is

BESET BY DANGERS, 


GEN. YOUNG'S DASH THROUGH 
UPPER LUZON. 


He Met and Vanquished a Superior 
Force of Insurgents in an En- 
gagement That Lasted About 
Five Hours.’ 


Safe Arrival of the Daring Cavalry 
Leader at Vigan Creates 
Feeling of Relief in 
Manila. 


Aguinaldo Still Surrounded by Our 
Troops—Uprising of Natives of 
Negros—Popular Lieut. Led- 
yard Meets Death, 


P. DAY REPORT.] 
MANILA, Dec. 8, 10:55 am.—[By 
Manila Cable.] There was considerable 
relief in Manila when the news was 
received today that Gen. Young’s 
force had arrived safely at Vigan, 
province of South Ilocos, December 6. 


Anxiety has been felt for the garrison 


at Vigan since it was known that Gen. 
Lino had a large body of insurgents 
operating in the vicinity. Gen. Lino 
made a stand e mountain pass 
between Narvacan and San Quinto. 
The natural strength of the position 
was augmented by trenches and pit- 
falls. The fight lasted five hours. Gen. 
Young had fhree companies of the 
Thirty-fourth Infantry, under Lieut.- 
Col. Robert L. Howze, and two troops 
of the Third Cavalry, Capt. Swigert 
commanding, and one troop under Capt. 
Chase. He was reinforced during the 
fight by Col. Luther R. Hare, with a 
battalion of the Thirty-third, en route 
to Vigan. 

Gen. Young ended the fight by charg- 


ing and routing the enemy, Who 


twenty-five dead and several rifles and 
thousands of rounds of ammunition in 


| the trenches. The enemy employed ar- 


tillery. Only one American was se€- 
riously wounded. 

The uprising in the island of Negro 
was led by the police of La Corlata 
district, where there is a small Ameri- 
can garrison. The police were inspired 
by false reports of insurgent victories 
in Luzon and Panay. There are 250 
native police ine Negros, who... are 
armed with Springfield rifles. Lieut. 
Ledyard, the American officer killed, 
was a son of the president of the 
Michiggn Central Railroad, and was 
a popular officer. | 

NEGROS UPRISING. 

i [A. P. DAY REPORT.] | 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Gen. Otis 
today cabled the War Department in 
regard to the uprising in Negros, as 
follows: 

“MANILA, Dec. 8.—I am informed 


-the outbreak of natives in the district 


of South Negros was the result of. re- 
ported great insurgent victories in 
Luzon and Panay, which the natives 
believe. The extent of-the outbreak 
not ascertained. Lieut. A. C. Ledyard, 
Sixth Infantry, killed; two privates 
wounded. 

“One of our chief difficulties arises 
from the circulation of falsehoods 
among the natives, defamatory news- 
paper articles of the United States and 
Europe, promptly published.in Span- 
ish in San Francisco, Madrid and 
Hongkong by the junta, and circulated 
in the Philippines. Insurgents be- 
lieved to haVe based all hopes upon 
false rumors.” 

A second dispatch from Gen.., Otis, 
dated Manila today, says: 

‘Hospital ship Relief just returned 
from Vigan, bringing 270 sick soldiers, 
232 Spanish prisoners, reports several 
hundred Spanish prisoners at Vigan, , 


for which we send transport this exen=- 


ing. Col. Hare, Thirty-third Infantry, 
took Bangued, 5th inst., and now, with 
portion of regiment and battalion 
Thirty-fourth Infantry, in pursuit of 
insurgents on roads ‘southeast to Le- 
panto, thence to Bontoco, on which 
Aguinaldo and 300 insurgents supposed 
to be retreating with American pris- 
oners. Inhabitants of Western Luzon 
most friendly and give assistance.” 
Gen. Otis also reports the arrival of 
the transport Olympia with the Thirty- 
ninth Infantry, one battalion of the 
Forty-fifth, and some recruits.

“AG.” IN CLOSE QUARTERS. 
“TA. P. DAY REPORT,] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The town 
of Pontoc, toward which Aguinaldo, 
with his bodyguard, is said to be re- 
treating, lies in the mountain fast- 
nesses about fifty-five or sixty miles 
southeast of Vigan. Af this last report 
as to Aguinaldo’s whereabouts is true, 
it indicates that he has been headed 
off to the northward for the first time, 
and is being compelled to retrace his 
steps toward the south. If he is striv- 


ing to regain his old stronghold in Ca- 


vite province, his chances of success 
are very slight. Directly in his line 
of march is a considerable American 
force, at Bayombong; to the westward 
of that point is Wheaton’s force, and 
to the east of Bayombong is an al- 
most impassable mountain range. So, 
with Young behind him, with Col. Hare 
close in his rear, and his front ob- 
structed, the War Department officials 
feel that Aguinaldo has little chance 
of escaping to the southward... 

Maj. Batchellor is said to be making 
rapidly for Aparri, about the only port 
on the extreme northern end of the 
island, so,as to reduce the outlet in 
that directfon.

LIEUT. LEDYARD’S CAREER.

Augustus C. Ledyard, 
who was killed in Negros, was broken 
today to his father, Henry B. Ledyard, 
president of the Michigan Central Rail- 
road, while the father was en route 
home from New York. It was decided 
to send an intimate friend, to meet the 
president's car and endeavor to soften 
the blow. The lieutenant was the 
father’s second son. He was at Yale 
at the outbreak of the Spanish war, 
and had outlined for himself a railroad 
career.

Bradley tonight gave out his first pub- 
lic utterances on the burning of the 
at Maysville. 
This came in reply to an interview by 
Judge James P. Tarvin of Covington, 
criticising the State authorities and 
holding them responsible for the Mays- 
ville mob. The Governor this after- 
noon wired Tarvin, asking him if he 
had been correctly reported, and re- 
ceived the following: 

“The penalty given Coleman may be 
considéred just; but the failure of the 
State authorities to protect him after 
he was in custody is wrong, and any 


titizen has a right to criticise it. The 


fact that he was a negro hardly above 
a brute is only the more reason for pro- 
tecting him. If your telegram means 
fight I have the choice of weapons and 
choose cannon, you to stay at Frank- 
fort and I at Covington. Please don’t 
send the militia.” ? 

The Governor, commenting on the 
above, said: “‘This dispatch is char- 
acteristic of the man. If the penalty 
given Coleman by the people was just, 
why should Tarvin object? As to his 
proposition to remain in Covington and 
fight a gentleman in Frankfort, per- 
sons who know him will be astonished 
to learn he is willing to fight, even at 
that: distance.” 

The Governor closes his statement 
by saying: “As Govern6r I have done 
everything in my power to protect hu- 
man life and enforce the law. If I 
had known, as Judge Tarvin knew, that 
this man was about to be taken to his 
death at the hands of a mob I would’ 
not have kept a cowardly silence as he 
did, but would have protected him. 
Ever since Judge Tarvin was seized 
with the idea that he was Vice-Presi- 
dential timber, his friends have kept 
constant watch on him. This latest 
effusion is additional evidence that he 
is irresponsible.” 


THE TIN MARKET.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Nathan A. 
Taylor, of the N. & G. Taylor Com- 
pany, independent tin manufacturers 
of Philadelphia, was before the In- 
dustrial Commission today. He said 
that black plate manufactured in the 
United States is immensely superior 
to that manufactured abroad, and also 
that some improvements in the tinning 
process had been made in the United 
States...

FRANKFORT  (Ky.,) Dec. 8.—The 
State Board of Election Commissioners 
tonight gave out their official findings. 
W. S. Taylor for Governor, and the 
rest of the Republican ticket have been 
elected on the face of the returns. Com- 
missioners Ellis and Pryor signed the 
majority report, in which they held 
that as a_board of canvassers they 
have no right to go behind the returns 
of ‘the county boards; that their duties 
are purely ministerial as canvassers, 
and that the face of the returns, as re- 
ceived by them from the counties, show 
the election of the Republican State 
ticket. Accordingly, the report says, 
‘certificates of election were ordered 
‘issued to each candidate thereon. : 

Commissioner Poyntz presents a mi- 
nority report, which, he closes by saying: 
“I am unwilling to certify fraud, and 
to turn Kentucky over to the control 
of the bayonet, Gatling gun and fraud- 
ulent tissue ballots.”’ 

Extensive preparations are- 
made to inaugurate Taylor next Tues- 
day. 

_PROBABILITY OF A CONTEST. 

P. NIGHT REPORT.1 

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Dec. 8.— 
Whether a contest will be made by the 
Goebel people in the Legislature is yet 
to be determined. It will depend very 


largely upon the wording of the opinion | 


which Commissioners Ellis and Pryor 
will hand down. If it implies that the 
commissioners believe fraud was com- 
mitted, which might invalidate’ the 
election, then they, as a canvassing 
board, have the legal right to go be- 
hind the returns, and it is almost cer- 
tain a contest will be made. Otherwise 
it is uncertain. 

Other Democratic candidates for the 
minor offices on the State ticket, act- 
ing on the belief that the commission- 
ers’ opinion will contain implications 
of fraud, have already decided to fight 
before the, State contesting board for 
the positions to which they believe 
themselves entitled.

BOARD OF TRADE~ REFORMERS 
DISCUSS LEGAL PUZZLERS. 


Committee Attributes Existing Con- 
ticns to Laxity of Rules and Sub- 
mits Recommendations—Ostracism 
of Members About Whom Slightest 
Suspicion Exists is Advocated. 


{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.}] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—Representative 
Board-of-Trade reformers held a meet- 
ing at the Grand Pacific Hotel and 
the sub-committee of seven on Revision 
of Rules met in the rooms of the board 
of directors last evening. The sub-com- 
mitteemen considered a number of puzZ- 
zfing legal questions. The Grand Pa- 
cific meeting was for the purpose of 
listening to a report made by a com- 
mittee consisting of A. M. Day, R. G. 
Chandler, E. S. Adams, C. H. Canby and 
H. B. Staughter.-This committee was 
appointed at the initial meeting held a 
week ago. 


After, #®pressing a_bellef that present | 


evils besetting the Board of Tradg¢ are 
largely the result of lax construction of 
rules, the report made says: 

“We believe the fight against the 
bucket shops should be rigorously con- 
tinued, especialfy against all firms con- 
nected with the Board of “Trade, con- 
cerning whom the slightest rumor. ex- 
ists. 
bucket shops and members or firms: of 
the board? or whatever kind or nature, 
should cease at once. 

“That all orders to buy or sell should 
be executed in the open market. 

“That greater care should be used in 
the admission of new members to the 
association and financial responsibility 
aa well as moral standing should be 
strictly required. 

“That trading should -be limited to 
cash, and a period not exceeding the 
second..1meonth heyond the current one. 

“That the government of the Board 
of Trade he vested in a president, vice- 
president and nine directors. 

“We heartily indorse the effort of the 


Chicago Beard of Trade to join with. 


the other exchanges of the country ina 
fight against the bucket-shop evil, and 
believe we can only obtain substantial 
results by combined effort.’’ 

The report will be transmiited to 
Chairman Raymond of the sub-com- 
mittee of seven for incorporation in 
the réport that body -will make, to the 
full Committee on Revision of the 
Rules. 

Not all the suggestions made by the 
independent committee, however, can 
ossibly be incorporated. This fact was 
rought out at the meeting of the sub- 
committee held in the directors’ room, 
before which was Attorney Robbins, 
the board’s legal adviser.

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 
8.—[(Exclusive  Dispatch.] Advices 
brought from the north today on the 
Cottage City are to the effect that 
Edgar F. Piper, editor of the Seattle 
Post-Intelliigencer; Thomas .Prosch, 
capitalist; Mr. Baxter, manager of a 
Seattle banking House: E. F.. Blaine, 
lawyer; Rev. J. P. Lloyd, Episcopalian 
minister; William H. Thompson, law- 
yer, arid Bell Strand have been 
dicted by the United States grand jury 
for the crime of grand larceny for the 
theft of. a valuable totem pole from 
the grav eyvard of the Cape Fox Indians 
at Fort Alaska. 

Last summer Piper and several prom- 
fmnent members of. the Seattle Cham- 
ber of Commerce, to stronger bind. the 
ties of friendship and commercial re- 
lations between Alaska and Seattle, 
conceived the idea that a business 
men’s excursion to Alaska would be 
the proper thing. The idea was car- 
and the above-indicted 


the Chamber of Commerce of Seattle, 
armed with credentials to extend its 
official hand of introduction in the 
matter of good-fellowship to other 
chambers of commerce in Alaska. 

From indications, not only was this 
official hard extended to whites, but 
the official ‘‘mit’’ was laid with dis- 
tressing force upon a historical monu- 
ment tn the shape of a forty-nine-foot 
totem pole with the intent to. steal 
and carry it away during the absence 
of the Indians ‘from home. The dis- 
appearance of the pole caused great 
coneternation among the Indians, as 
engravings on the pole represent his- 
torical deeds of valor performed by 
distinguished chiefs of their tribe. The 
Indians began to clamor for revenge 
and the return of the pole to such an 
extent that it was not safe for a white 
man to prospect-—alone in that section. 

Some of the older Indians called @ 
eouncil, and it was decided to appeal 
to the authorities. Delegations of In- 
dians visited Gov. Brady, and also 
appeared before the grand jury, which 
resulted in the above indictments, 
Citizens of Alaska generally feel that 
& great wrong has been perpetrated 
on the surviving members of the once 
great and powerful Tongas tribe, and: 
it is said that by reason of this gen- 
eral feeling, the grand jury felt called 
upon to take action. 

It is said the officers of the court will 
epare means to bring all of the 
indicted parties to justice, and the next 
term of the*“United States court in 
Alaska will see arraigned a number

Eaton. saw his name in the paper 
last week and thinking that he might 
be her long-lost husband, wrote him a 
letter, ‘telling him who she was, where 
sphe had come from and relating the 
story of her husbands denarture. 
Jn response to her letter she was 
happily surprised/yesterday by a visit 
from her husband of fifty years ago. 
The reunion between both husband and 
wife, as well as father and daughter, 
Was a pleasant one.

Winters was not his real 
name. He was a German Socialist, 


and refused to make any statement re- 


garding his family or former history. 
He rejected the ministrations o! a ae 
Father Nugent, the Catholic chaplain, 
and this morning, when the Rev. co 
Shadle of Sacramento, the Protestant 
chaplain, visited him in his cell, he 
used very profane and abusive lan- 


guage, and denounced the ministers of 
the gospel and the Christian religion. 
There were only about twenty-five 
visitors,,and the execution was one of 
the neatest ever performed at the 


. prison.. Winters died in ten and a half 


minutes after the drop fell. 

In company with James Willett and 
Cc. H. Raymond, alias Samuel E. Moore, 
Winters attempted to burglarize @ ho- 
tel at Baden, San Mateo county, on 
the night of November 17, 1887. In a 
struggle with Patrick Ferriter, the pro- 
prietor, and C. A. Andrews, a boarder, 
the latter was killed. Subse quently 
Raymond was convicted of murder in 
the first degree and executed at Fol- 
som on April 8, 1898. Willett was cap- 
tured in Arizona and pleaded guilty, 
receiving a life sentence. He is now 


confined in Folsom Prison.

TROUBLES TO BE SETTLED.

CONFERENCE OF ROADS TO BE 
HELD IN CHICAGO. 


Southern Pacific and Santa Fe 
Want to Arrive at an Understand- 
ing With Eastern Connections. 
Eastern Roads Dissatisfied With 
the Western Lines’ Programme, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—[ExcluSive Dis- 
patch.] Effofts are now being made 
to have a conference of all the in- 
terests concerned in carrying on the 
tourist business between New England 
points and California. The Chicago 


+ eonnections of the Boston-and Albany 
froad were asked today if it would be 


convenient for them to attend such a 
meeting next week, and they’ replied 
that it would. It is believed decisive 
measures will be adopted at this meet- 
ing to bring the troubles over which 


there has been contention for months 


past. to an end. 

Should the Boston and Albany and 
its connections be able to bring the 
Fitchburg and Boston and Maine roads 
to look at things from the same stand- 
point as themselves, the trouble will 
be over. If not, no one will be 
greatly surprised should their failure 
result in the reopening of the -whole 
differential question, and a-declaration 
by all standard lines in the East that 
differentials of all kinds must be abol- 
ished. 

In that’ case the Chicago roads will 
try to keep out of the squabble. They 
have_all alofig refused to recognize the 
principles of differentials. They have 
refused to admit them in western ter- 
ritory and they do not want to allow 
themselves to be drawn in at this late 
day to help the Trunk Line and Cen- 
tral Passenger Association roads to 
conduct a fight at their expense. 

From expressions indulged in by a 
large number of western roads en- 
gaged in transcontinental business re- 
garding the call issued by the Santa 
Fé and Southern Pacific for a confer- 
ence on the California rate situation, 
it does not appear that enough roads 
will be represented at the meeting on 
the 19th to enable anything tangible 
to be accomplished. It cannot be de- 
nied that the competitors of the two 
roads named do not like the idea of 
being dictated to by them as to how 
their California business shall be con- 
ducted. They say that while those 
are the only California roads, both 
have large interests outside that State, 
and if either should attempt unreason- 
able dictation in the matter of Cali- 
fornia business, the result would prob- 
ably be that they would find them- 
selves attacked at vulnerable points 
in a way that would make them regret 
their attempt to treat their _connec- 
tions in an arbitrary manner,

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 7.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The Phoenix cow- 
boy and Indian carnival is a magnifi- 
cent success. The fiesta three winters 
agone was all right in its way, but the 
affair now being celebrated is far 
ahead of all previous efforts. The first 
article in. the recipe for a carnival is 
people. The people are here. It would 
take a crowbar to get any more of 
them into the town. Ordinarily of 
winters Phoenix is supposed to have 4 
population of 12,000.. Today 25,000 would 
be a conservative estimate. Thousands 
from Tucson, Prescott, Jerome and 


. other southwestern towns jam the ho- 


tels, and the suburban and rural popu- 
lations have knocked off work for the 
week, even if it is plowing time. Res- 
taurant-keepers stand guard at their 
doors, to admit only thé seating capac- 
ity of their establishments. Monday 
‘night, at Military Plaza, the grand 
-stands, seating over 3000, were packed, 
and 5000 more would-be spectators half- 
filled. the arena and struggled in the 
adjacent streets. But it is a good-na- 


‘tured and orderly crowd. A few ‘‘con”’. 


games are in existence, but most of 
the short-card sharps and rustlers’ who 
thought to have good pickings were 
gathered in on arrival and placed in 
the City: Hell cellar. The gatherings on 
‘the streets have the most cosmopolitan 
of flavors. There are Indians of a dozen 
Southwestern tribes, eagerly gunned 
for by snap-shot amateurs. The cow- 
boys of Arizona appear to have left 
the rangss to take care of themselves, 
sttikingly-attired horsemen are 
strongly in evidence. Miners by the 
hundred are here for a “time,’”’ and ap- 
péar to take it in quieter style than 
usual. And the whole is a sort of con- 
tinuoas performance for the several 
thousand regular winter visitors from 
the Yast. 

Though the weather has not been of 
the best the bunting is still undamp- 
end and the dizzy combinations of 
rai, green and white are still unfaded. 
Fvery trolley and telephone and every 
‘ross wire has been utilized in the 
scheme of decoration, till the main 
streets are veritably roofed and bor-~ 
dered with color. Light, decorated 
arches bound the business limits, and 
between them, for a half-dozen blocks, 
at night is a blaze of colored incandes- 
cent lights. It’s pretty, and the visi- 
tors commend it even more highly 
than do the townspeople. 

Concerning the great parade, one 
comment, from a Southern Californian, 
was: “It’s fully as good as was the 
parade at the last Los Angeles carni- 
val.” The column was something like 
three miles long, without a dull fea- 
ture. The military section, led by a 
magnificent Indian brass band, com- 
prised Rough Riders, the local militia, 
a battalion of Indian school cadets and 
another of Normal school cadets, with 
the Uniform Rank of. Knights of 
Pythias at the left of the line, imme- 
diately preceding the chariot of the 
carnival queen. Her Majesty, in pri- 
vate life Miss Lena Purdy, was regally 
attired, with crown and scepter, and 


her equippage, as wel! as that of her- 


attendant maids, was banked high with 
rosebuds. The fire department, the se- 
cret orders, the cowboy section and 
the Indians, the carnival floats and 
those of business houses all contrib- 
uted to a panorama novel and pleasing. 

In the afternoon was a competitive 
drill, an especially delightful feature 
of the programme. The loving cup for 
the best organization competing went 
to the squad of the Phoenix Indian In- 
dustrial.School, Capt. John J. Wick- 
ham commanding. The Normal School 
cadets, Capt. Fred M. Irish, exhibited 
even more snap in their work than did 
the Indians, and would have secured 
the first prize had it not been for two 
marching errors, which were, however, 
skillfully retrieved.

-He and his followers married:In- 
dian women, and their direct de- 
scendants are living to this day on the 
reservation; in fact, one of the most 
intelligent and influential of the ‘head _ 
men’ or hereditary chiefs is named 
Blanveldt, and now holds an appoint- 
ment on the police force from. Presi- 
dent Zelaya. He claims the pirate as 
an ancestor, and is properly proud of 
his distinguished lineage; at any rate, 
he traces the family line back through 
eight generations, which is a good deal 
more than many a titled Fnglishman 
is able to do. To return to the treasure 
story, the natives have a legend that 
Blanveldt buried a huge quaRtity of 
gold and jewels as a recourse for the 
colony in the event of future wars, 
having an idea of establishing a little 
nation of his own. As usual, no two 
historians agree as to the general loca- 
tion of the plant, but there has been 
enough digging for it to excavate a 
hole several miles deep. One of the 
things that. keeps the tradition alive 
is the occasional discovery of a tar- 
nished gold piece, turned up on the 
plantations by the plow or shovel. I 
have seen several and their genuine- 
ness is undeniable. The Mosquito eoast 
was a rendezvous for buccaneers clear 
up to the beginning of the present cen- 
tury, and it is only natural to suppose 
that a good deal of plunder has been

TUTUILA AND ITS VALUABLE 
HARBOR, PAGO PAGO: 
Tutuila, the Samoan island” which 
falls to the United States in the re- 
cent arrangement completed between 


Germany and England, subject to rati-. 


fication by the United States govern- 


ment, becomes an extremely valiabl 
addition to the possessions of the 


United States in the Pacific. With but 
a small area and population, which, ae 
cording to the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, are but fifty-four square miles 
and 4000 population, it possesses the 
most valuable island harbor in: the 
South Pacific, and perhaps in the en- 
tire Pacific Ocean. A _ representative 
of the London Times recently in Wash- 
ington, who had visited and was thor- 
oughly familiar with not only the 
Samoan Islands, but those of the Pa- 
cific genérally, pronounced the harbor 
of Pago Pago, in the Island_of Tu- 
tuila, the’ best in all the Pacific, and 
Pearl Harbor, in the Hawaiian groun, 
the next in value as a harbor, the 
United States thus being the possessor 
of the chief island harbors and ports 
of call, supply and repairs in the Pa- 
cific Ocean. 

Commercially the Samoan Islands, 
singly or in a group, are unimportant 
so far as their local production or con- 
sumption is concerned, but extremely 
important in their relation to the com- 
merce of any nation desiring to culti-| 
vate trans-Pacific commerce. Mr. 
Goward, who was sent by the lt'nited 
States government to the Samoan Is!l- 
ands to arrange for a treaty with re?ver- 
ence to the haror of Pago Pago, 
said: “The capacity of this harbor 1s 
sufficient for the accommodation of 
large fleets. Land-locked, it is safe, 
from hurricanes and storms, and could 
easily be defended from land or sea 
attack,at a small expense. In a naval 
point of view it is the key to the po- 
sition to the Samoan group, and like- 
wise to Central Polynesia, and is es- 


American commerce. The Samoan 
Archipelago is, by reason-of its geo- 
graphical position in Central Polynesia, 
lying in the course of vessels from 
San Francisco to Auckland, from Pan- 
ama to Sydney and from Valparaiso to 
China and Japan, and from being out- 
side the hurricane tract, the most valu- 
able group in the South Pacific. Situ- 
ated half way between Honolulu and 
Auckland, Pago Pago would bea 
most convenient stopping place or coal- 
ing station for vessels or steamers 
either for supplies or the exchange of 
commodities. With the. Pacific Mail 
steamers making it a port for coaling, 
it would necessarily become the con- 
trolling commercial place in that part 
of Polynesia.’’

children who enter school leave before, 


the age of 12. Too often the love of 


reading is not created before the du- 
ties of life are ta be assumed. The girl 
who has no taste for literature should 
seek, so far as she can, the environ- 
ment which will give her a love for 
good books. Parents and friends may 
not be the best judges of proper read- 
ing| matter. Not infrequently teachers 
suggest reading courses for ex-pupils 
of their schools. It is a great advan- 
tage to young people when some per- 
son in the community interests him- 
self in the formation of reading clr- 
cles. The young woman who joins a 
good literary: society or reading club 
has a chance of getting above many of* 
the petty cares and the gossip of this 
life into a higher realm—the realm .of 
ideals. 
Organizations of this kind sometimes 
embrace students attending educational 
institutions, but more frequently the 
membership is made up of persons who 
have finished school life. When the last 
lesson is given children by the teacher 
there should be some means of having 
the process of education continued. It 
is becoming more fully recognized that 
the boys and girls who are “out of 
school” deserve consideration. Public 
libraries are not enough. Hence the 
many movements such as “university 
extension’’ of the present day. The

Perhaps no development in 
this direction has had such marvelous 
success as the Chautauqua literary 
and The plan has 
paved the way for a system of home 
reading and study which has become 
widespread. It is often maintained 
that methods of this kind cannot fur- 
nish opportunities for getting the best 
training,. and that the knowledge 
gained is superficial. There is some 
force in these objections. Attendance 
at college is to be preferred. Only a 
few have, however, the privilege of go- 
ing to the higher seats of learning. It 
is for the .great body of young people 
that movements of the kind mentioned 
are intended. A demand for the educa- 


tion .of the masses is a sign of the 
Christian conscience. Hence the. or- 
ganization of literary associations in 


connection with many congregations. 
In obedience top the same demand, 
Christian Endeavor and Epworth 
League movements have not overlooked 
the benefits of good literature. Unfor- 
tunately, efforts of the kind have not 
reached many young persons. What is 
needed very much. is public-school ex- 
tension. Some plan is urgent for ex- 
tending the usefulness of the school to 
the students who have at an early age 
been obliged to work in the home, the 
office, the store or thé factory: Reading 
clubs may be formed wherever there is 
available some person ‘able and willing 
to give advice regarding the books to 
be taken up. It is not necessary that 
the club should be large, provided the 
few who constitute its membership are 
filled with the desire for self-improve- 
ment. The organization of a reading 
circle is a simple process. A dozen or 
a less number meet once a week to 
discuss matters pertaining to the hook 
read by @ach of the members. Another

LESSON NO. 3—DISCOUNT. 

A discount is a reduction from the 
face value. When we say that a dis- 
count of 5 per cent. is allowed on a bill 
or an account we mean that $5 has been 
“thrown off’ for every $100. When we 
say that a bank discounts our note at 
6 per cent. we mean that they charge 
us interest at the rate of 6 per cent. 
for cashing the note. Note the follow- 
ing illustrations: |

allows a discount of 20 per cent.; find 
the net amount of the bill.

They 
were conducted with great secrecy, and 
bloodshed was, if possiblé, avoided. 
When, however, as was frequently the 
case, these p.edatory incursions were | 
accompanied by loss of life, the feud 
became interminable, until ample ven- 
geance had been taken. Revenge was 
inculeated as a duty, the neglect of 
which was accounted a disgrace to the 
living and a dishonor to the dead. 

But cattle raiding was not the only, 
or, indeed, the primary, cause of the 
feuds which for centuries made the 
Highlands the seat of internecine war- 
fare between the. clans. The most 
trifling incident generally operated in 
the same direction. An insult, some- 
times a fancied insult, was sufficient 
to set the heather on fire. Nothing 
more clearly exemplifies the relation- 
ship which existed between the chief 
and his clansmen than the fact that the 
most unpardonable insult which could 
be offered to a clan was to. speak in. 
disrespectful terms of its chief. That 
insult copld only be wiped out in blood, 
and as a rule no time was lost in go 
expurging it. It sometimes happened 
that a clan smarting under an affront 
was numerically 100 weak to take its 
revenge in the only way which was 
open to it. It bided its time, however, 
and sooner or later tasted the sweets of 
revenge. The clans had long memories 
for injuries sustained, and the germ of 
implacable hatred was often trans- 
mitted from father to son, growing in 
intensity until finally extimcuished in 
propitiatory blood.

LENTZ’'S LATEST. 

recites the 
fact that Representative Lentz of Ohio 
has introduced the House resolu- 
tion “reciting charges in connection with 
the use of troops under Brig.-Gen. Mer- 


riam-at the Idaho-mining troubles, and }— 


asking an investigation by a special 


committee of nine members of the 
House.” This is, just like Lentz of 
Ohio. . Not that. he expects any good 


results to flow from the proposed in- 
vestigation. »Not that there is any -need 
for an investigation of this matter. Not 
that there is a probability of bringing 
to light any new facts in connection 
with the subject. which he proposes to 
have investigated. It is simply that 
Congressman Lentz of Ohio desires to 
pose as a champion of the poor, down- 
trodden, oppressed, “organized” laboring 
men—and murderers of the Coeur 
d'Alene mining district in Idaho; and 
incidentally to pose as the champion 
and defender of “organized labor” in 
other sections of the country. Fur- 
thermore, Lentz courts the notoriety 
that he expects will accrue to him 
through his appearance in the role 
which he-is so anxious to enact; and if 
any one thing is dearer than another to 
the soul of Lentz, that thing is notoriety, 
of the broad, florid and loud variety. 
Ever since he first broke into the Con- 
gress of the United States, Lentz has 
been in hot pursuit of notoriety, of one 
kind or another, and ‘his quest has not 
been wholly in vain. 

As regards the Coeur d’Alene mining 
troubles, and the connection of Gen. 
Merriam therewith, there is nothing for 
Congress to investigate. The report of 
Gen. Merriam, recently rendered to the 
War Department and given to the pub- 
lic, made as plain as day the fact that 
Gen. Merriam, throughout the whole 
trouble, acted merely in aid and sup-. 
port of the Governor of the State, and 
not at any time in an_ independent 
capacity. His orders were to assist the 
Governor in the maintenance of the pub-. 
lic peace, and these orders he obeyed to 
the letter, as is fully set forth in his 
report, above referred to. The silly 
charges that have been mad& and re- 
iterated against Gen. Merriam in this 
connection have been often refuted, and 
never more effectually than by Gen. 
Merriam himself. No Congressional in- 
vestigation can make this matter any 
clearer, and the probabilities are that 
Congress will take no further notice of 
Mr. Lentz’s resolution than to vote it 
down or put it-on the table, never to 
take it off.

REGISTERED MAIL SERVICE. 

According to 4 Washington dispatch, 
the Postmaster-General has issued a 
general order “announcing the determi- 


,| nation of the department to provide for 


the registration of valuable letters 
first- class mail 


or 
matter by letter-car- 
in free-delivery 
\ It is proposed that this new 


cities and extended to 
others as rapidly as possible. It will. 
be confined, at first, to the purely resi- 
dential sections, but it is hoped that 
the system will prove so successful and 
satisfactory that it can soon be ex- 
tended to business houses and _ indi- 


viduals who have a large number of 
letters for registration. The extension 
of the system to the business dis- 


tricts, however, is left to the discretion 
of the postmasters in the cities to 
which the service’is extended. 

This improvement of the postal serv- 
ice will prove a great convenience to the 
public, and it will no doubt be thor- 
oughly appreciated in those _ sections 
where it is-introduced. It will be a dis- 


| tinct step forward im the betterment of 


the postal service, and is in line with 
that spirit of progress which has made 
the postal system of the United States 
the finest in the world. This spirit of 
advancement has, fortunately, been a 
marked ‘feature of our postal adminis- 
trations from the earliest time, almost 
without exception. As a result, there 
has been a_ steady increase in the 
efficiency of the service, and as steady 
a decrease in the cost of. the service, 
both to the government and to the in-. 
The rates of postage 
have been reduced to the lowest figure 
consistent with the idea of making the 
Postofiice Department self-sustaining— 
an idea which has been kept steadily 
in view by each and every administra- 
tion of the department, under al] con- 
ditions. 
The department is self- 
sustaining @{t the present time, notwith- 
standing the low rate of postage and 
the liberal regulatians relative to the 
various. classes. of -mail matter. The 
Postmaster-General, in his latest annual ‘ 
report, estimates the deficit for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, at a 
little over $6,000,000, and no larger ap- 
propriation than one sufficient to cover 
his estimate-is asked for the year 
named. When it is remembered that 
the total cost of the postal service 
amounts to one hundred millions of dol- 
lars annually, or thereabouts, the com- 
parative insignificance of the annual 
deficit becomes strikingly apparent. 
When it is further remembered that in 
no country are the demands upon the 
postal department so heavy as they are 
in the United States; that the serv- 
ice, by reason of the vast territory to 
be covered andthe diverse conditions 
to be met, is extremely difficult and 
exacting—when these things .are_ re- 
membered, the perfection to which the 
postal service in the United States has 
been brought is little short of the mar- 
velous. And the fact that it has been 
brought so nearly to the self-sustaining 
point is a high compliment to the ex- 
ecutive ability that has controlled the 
management of the department through 
successive years. of national adminigtya- 
tion. 3 

The dispatch above referred to states 
that “the Postmaster-General re- 
ceived information that some postmas- 
ters and employés, in order to avoid the 
labor involved, are advising the public 
that the registered mails are not a safe 
means for the transportation of valu- 
able matter,” and that he has “given 
warning in a rigorous order that such 
disregard of duty will be sufficient 
grounds for removal from office.” — In 
this the Postmaster-General un- 
doubtedly right, and a rigorous enforce- 
ment of the order would be a benefit to 
the public, and a decided benefit to the 
postal service in general. Postmasters 
and postal employés all over the coun- 
try have long been offenders in this re- 
spect, until the general public have 
come to believe that the registered mail 
service is really not a very safe method 
of transmitting valuables. The real 
explanation, as it seems from the Post-. 
master-General’s order, lies in the dis- 
inclination of postmasters and postal 
employés generally to perform the ex- 
tra work necessary to the proper and 
efficient conduct of the secret mail 
service.

state of things; and the order of the 
Postmaster-General, so far as can be

HEADING FOR THE PACIFIC. 


EXCITEMENT IN RAILROAD Ci2z- 
CLES AT EL PASO. 
Presence of Railway Magnates 
Leads to Speculation—Probability 
That the Rock Island Route is Seex- 
ing an Outlet on the Pacific Coast 

of Mexico—An Air Line. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

EL PASO (Tex.,) Dec. 8.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] There was unusual ex- 
citement. in local railroad circles here 
today over the announcement that the 
Rock Island'an dthe Fort Worth and 
Denver roads had purchased the Rio 
Grande, Sierra Madre and Pacific road 
in Mexico. 

Gen. Greenville M. Dodge, chairman 
of the board of directors of the Fort 
Worth and Denver road, arrived here 
this morning from New York, accom- 
panied by Sidell Tilghman, one of the 
principal owners and a director of the 
Rio Grande, Sierra Madre and Pacific, 
and Messrs. Barney and Lawrence, 
stockholders of the Rock Island. To- 
morrow the party will leave on an in- 
spection tour over the Rio Grande, 
Sierra Madre and Pacific road, running 
from El Paso to Casas Grandes, Mex. 
The gentlemen did not deny that they 
were negotiating a deal that will re- 
sult in the extension of the Sierra 
Madre line to the Pacific.on the Mexi- 
can coast. Gen. Dodge stated that he 
is going to Mexico City to secure a 
concession for the extension. 

Local railroad men say*- that the 
Rock Island is “backing the .Fort 
Worth and Denver road in the deal, 
which has in view the purchase of the 
El Paso and Northeastern road, already 
built from this city to White Oaks, 
N. M.; that it will be extended from 
White Oaks to Amarillo, Tex., to con- 
nect the Rock Island and Fort Worth 
and Denver with the Sierra Madre line 
at El Paso.

DIED IN POVERTY. 


CHECKERED CAREER OF ‘PRO- 


MOTER SIMPSON ENDED, 
[A. P.. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 
NEW. YORK, Dec. 8.—C. Merédith 
Simpson, several times in life a mil- 
lionaire, was recently found dead in 
his rooms at Mills House, No. 1, this 
city. He was 77 years of age; and had 
made the house his home for several 
months. 


Friends who knew him in more pros-. 


perous days had -the body taken’ in 
charge’ by an undertaker and word 
was sent to the dead man’s brother, 
Gen. Marcus Simpson of Chicago. Mr. 
Simpson’s only daughter, who lives in 
this city, was also notified. 

The story that friends tell of the dead 
man’s career is a story of ceaseless bat- 
tles with fortune, battles that had 
millions for their stakés. Mr. Simp- 


“son was born in Esperance, N. Y., and 


when a boy went to New Orleans, where 
he soon established himself in the dry 
goods business. 


Prosperity smiled upon his ventures | ~ 


and at the outbreak of the civil war 
he was rated as one of the wealthiest 
business men and largest land- 
owners in the State. Like many others, 
he saw everything swept away by the 
rebellion, and came north to recuperate 
health and fortune. He took an office 
in the financial district, and soon be- 
came known as a promoter. It was 
Mr. Simpson who at one time con- 
ceived the idea of selling the stock of 
the Third-avenue surface road to a 
syndicate of English capitalists. Every- 
thing was in readiness for the transfer 
and the promoter saw himself about to 
reap a handsome profit. Then came a 
hitch and the deal fell through. 

With dozens similarly situated, Mr. 
Simpson was again reduced to poverty 
in the crash that followed the failure 
of Grant & Ward. In the latter years 
of his life Mr. Simpson’s time and 
energy had been taken up in litigation 
over the famous Woodhouse Mexican 
bonds, said to involve a sum of money 
between $5,000,000 and $15,000,000. These. 
bonds have been the subject of Con- 
gressional investigation, international 
correspondence and litigation since the 
early sixties. They were originally is- 
sued to Daniel Woodhouse, and on Jan- 
uary 26, 1867, were-officially denounced. 
by Ignacio Mariscal, secretary of the 
Mexican legation as fraudulent. After 
an appeal to the President, the bonds 
were officially touched on in a Presi- 
dential message to Congress, on. July 
10, 1868. 

For a nominal sum, Mr. Simpson ob- 
tained the bonds years ago, and since 
then has been fighting to er oe on 
them. At one time, it was said b a

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 8.—William 
Fitler, president of thé Edwin B. Fitler 
Cordage Works of this city, does not 
agree with the manufacturers of bind- 
ing twine, cordage and rope, who are 
said to have been urging the United 
States to keep the Philippine ports 
closed, representing that there is no 
scarcity of hemp in this country. Fitler, 
in an interview, asserted that nearly 
all the manufacturers of twine, rope 
and cordage were desirolg of securing 
hemp from Manila. 

“There is now so little Manila hemp 
in the country,” said he, ‘“‘that the price 
is 14 or 15 cents a pound, as against 
the normal price of 5 or 6 cents. The 
normal supply of Manila hemp in this 
market would mean the saving of mil- 
lions of dollars to the agricultural in- 
terests, in harvesting time. The price 
of Manila hemp is so high that Mex- 
ican sisal is taking its place in the 
manufacture of harvester twine. The 
price of sisal has nearly doubled since 
the Manila supply was cut off. The nor- 
mal output of Manila hemp from all 
the islands of the Philippine group is 
about 25,000 bales a week, of 250 pounds 
each At present, and since the begin- 
ning of the war, only about 2000 bales 
have. been shipped.”

NOW IN THE COURTS. 


SUIT FILED TO OUST THE OLD 
POLICE COMMISSION. 
Action Brought in the Name of the , 
State—Complaint -Recites the 
tory of the Squabble—Usurpation of 
Office Charged Against Commission- 
ers Goss and Pascoe. 


The suit by which the new Board of 
Police Commissioners hopes to estab- 
lish title to office, and, incidentally, to 
oust Commissioners. Goss and Pascoe, 
was filed in the Superior Court shortly 
before noon yesterday. The long-ex- 
pected consent of Atty.-Gen. Ford to 
the use of the name of the State in the 
proceedings was received by the attor- 
neys for the new board early yesterday 
morning. The consent of that official 
was in the usual form, one of the 
printed blanks used for that purpose 
having been filled out, with the title 
of the suit and signed and sealed by 
the Attorney-General. It was accom- 
panied by the following letter, in which 
the reason for the Attorney-General’s 
action is given: 

“Messrs. Davis & Rush, attorneys for 
relators—Gentlemen: I have carefully 
considered the verified complaint sub- 
mitted to this office by you as attorneys 
for relators in the case of People ex 
rel Ling, et al. vs. Goss, et al., from 
Which it appears that the City Council 
of Los Angeles, by certain resolutions 
duly adopted by that body sought to 
appoint certain Police. Commissioners 
to fill vacancies alleged to be then ex- 
isting. I have also carefully examined 
the briefs of counsel for relators, as 
well as the -briefs-of counsel for de- 
fendants, respecting the rights of the 
relators to institute the above entitled 
action in the name of the-people of 
the-State of California. It is urged in 
behalf of relators that the action of 
the City Council was regular and law- 
ful, While upon the part of defendants 
it is urged that the appointing power 
vested in the City Council can be exer- 
cised by ordinance only and not by 
resolution, as in said complaint set 
forth. This position of defendants is 
urged with much. force, and_is accom- 
panied by. the’ citation of authorities 
Which it is claimed sustain the posi- 
ton thus taken by defendants.

The complaint is quite voluminous.

“The people of the State of California 
on the complaint. of Ling, W. ‘'B.

Day, plaintiffs, vs. Thomas G +088 and 
Thomas Pascoe, defendants.” The 
complaint itself is simply a recital of 
the history of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners during®the present city ad- 
ministration. It begins with a state- 
ment of the action of the City Council 
on January 3, when Thomas Pascoe, 
W. G. Worsham, L. G. Parker and W. 
B. Searborough were elected as Police 
Commissioners. The resignation of 
Worsham on Janitary 9, and the election 
of Thomas Goss on ‘January 16 are 
then mentioned, and the fact that the 
old board acted until November 1 is 
recited. Then follows a statement of 
the action of the Council on November 
1, decharing the offices of the Police

MARTHUR’S CLOSE CALL. 


DRAGGED AND MANGLED BY A 
SANTA FE TRAIN. 


Says He Was Thrown from the Car, 

but Refuses to Give Any Informa- 

* tion About the Matter—Supposed to 

Have Been Robbed—No Money on 
His Person. 


What seems to be a case of robbery 
and attempted murder occurred at 10:15 
o'clock yesterday morning within a 
ghort distance of the tower-house on 
the river bank, where the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fé tracks cross. 
Shortly after that time the patrol 
wagon was summoned to the _ tower- 
house to remove a man to the Receiv- 
ing Hospital., His left elbow was 
ground to a pip, and upon examina- 
tion Police Surgeon Hagan saw that the 
arm would have to be amputated. 

The man wasin a _ semi-conscious 
conditon, and it was difficult to get any 
information from him. ‘ He gave his 
name as Jack McArthur, of Des Moines, 
Iowa. He said he was ‘a passenger on 
the Santa Fé overland,‘*and had been 
knocked from the car. He said he was 
‘a Catholic and asked to be sent to the 
Sisters’ Hospital. When asked if ne 
had any money, he said tht he had 
nearly $100 in bills in his vest pocket, 
but upon his clothes being searched no 
money of any kind was found. Neither 
were there any letters, papers, railroad 
ticket or other articles which might 
impart information of the injured man. 

He claims to be a miner. His necktie 
bears the imprint of a Seattle clothing 
house. 

In accordance with his request he 
Was removed to the Sisters’ Hospital, 
where Dr. Hagan amputated the arm 
between the elbow and shoulder. Be- 
fore the operation he recovered some- 
what from the shock under which he 
was suffering and appeared to be ra- 
tional. He conversed with Dr. Hagan, 
but avoided the subject of his in; 
juries, and no particulars whatever 
could be secured from him. 
~ Frank Butler; keeper of-the tower at 
the railroad crossing, was seen by a 

.  “yreporter shortly after the accident. He 
§ said: ‘When the outgoing Santa Fé 
f overland, No. 2, which leaves La Grand 

station at 10:10 a.m., passed the tower- 


on the front platform of the first 
coach, next to the blind’ baggage. After 
the train got about one hundred and 
fifty yards past the tower-house, I saw 
a young fellow, dressed in blue clothes, 
climb to the top of the baggage car 
and run rapidly to the front end. Then 
I heard someone yell and I supposed 
that the young fellow had fallen from 
the car, but when some men brought 
the injured man to the tower-house I 
saw that it was not the same person.’ 
McArthur, if that is his name, fell 
from the car at about the place where 
Butler says he saw the young man 
climbing on top of the blind baggage. 
He either clung to the hand rail, or one 
of his arms or feet became caught in 
such a manner that he was dr ed 
fully one hundred yards before his hold 
was released and the wheels ran over 
s left arm. He fell on the right-hand 
side of the track, going north, and the 


struck several times before being re- 
leased. 

Two men and.a woman who live in 
little huts in the river bed, within a few 
feet of the scene of the accident, heard 
the man’s groans and went to his as- 
sistance. The men carried him to the 
tower-house and the woman found his 
watch lying beside the track. She 
claimed *hat nothing, else was found, 
and a diligent search of the ground 
failed to discover anything else which 
‘might have fallen from the man’s 
pockets. 

_. Detective Ross Phillips is investigat- 
ing the affair, but as yet has secured 
no light on the matter. The police be- 
lieve that robbery and attempted mur- 
der were committed, and that’ the 
young fellow who was seen running 
over the top of the blind baggage was 
an interested party. They think that 
he robbed McArthur and then pushed 
him off the train in order to silence 

him, or at any rate, to make his own 
escape. They argue that, if a crime 
was committed, the young fellow would 
not want to go through the train for 
Year of being identified by someone 
who mitht have witnessed the act. In 
order t. escape this he would have to 
go over the baggage car, there being 
no door in the end. 

The young fellow seen by the tower 

man somewhat resembled a train news- 
boy without his cap on, as Butler says 
he had on a dark hat. If McArthur 
knows who pushed him off he is keep- 
ing it to himself. It is not thought that 
his injuries will prove fatal, and he 
may soon conclude to tell all he knows 
of the matter.

LECTURE ON CIVIC REFORM BY 
MRS. THORPE. 
The members of the Friday Morning 


Club turned out in large numbers yes- 


terday, to listen to Mrs. Kate F. 
Thorpe’s lecture on “Efficiency in 
Civic Reform.’ Mrs. Thorpe said, in 
substance: 

‘“The-framers of our Constitution 
did not and could not foresee’ the 


mighty developments of our resources, 
the continually increasing concentra- 
tion of life in our cities, the growing 
power of these in comparison with 
rural communities, and the possibili- 


ties of corruption and mismanagement 


arising therefrom. While the absorp- 
tion of the interest of mothers in work 
outside the home is to be deprecated, 
there are many Women who are able 


to devote time to questions of general 


welfare, and all women are. able, 
through the medium of their influence, 
to assist in the purification of social 
conditions. Men and women no longer 
feel under the necessity of living sepa- 
rate lives, but are learning to work 
together for reform. One great. hin- 
drance to the attainment, in the United 
States, of such large measures of suc- 
cess in reform as have been possible in 
Old World cities, in Manchester, Bir- 
mingham, Glasglow, and other places, 
lies in the fact that positions of power 
for good are not, with us, made stable 
by 
holding them cannot, therefore, feel 
the interest which would be possible 
under the—-English system. - Yet much 
has been accomplished by earnestness 
and persistence, in New York, in Bos- 
ton, in Chicago, and other cities of our 
country.

avenue. This is the property of W. 
C* Harris and Charles Chapman. 
This rabbitry was started about a year 
ago, and now has more than a thou- 
sand head. Several thousand dollars 
have been invested in the business 
of this firm, and the valuation of their 


plant must be at least $5000 or $6000, 
-besides their building on Grand ave- 
nue. These gentlemen are constantly 
enlarcing their stock and their fa- 
cilities for doing business. Not satis- 
fied with the constant increase from 
their breeding does, they have re- 
centiv purchased att ofthe desirable 
stock that they could secure near 


home, and Mr. Harris has gone abroad 
in search of more. He is shortly ex- 
pected to return from England with a 
choice assortment of fine animals. 
Meantime, this firm has purchased at 
a cost of several thousand doliars the 
stock of the leading rabbitry in Den- 
ver. which places the Meadowbrook 
ranch easily at the head of the rab- 
bitries of the United States in point 
of quantity and quality of stock, so 
now have to take 


back seat.

Lord Britain, #--magnificent buck, 
for which. as stated, the Meadow- 
brook ranch paid $250, was imported 
from England, scores 9%5% ~ points, 
which is said to be the highest of 
any hare in America. Another grand 
buck is Yukon Second, from which a 
single litter of six young bucks were 
sold for $285. Lord Liverpeelis.a very 
long. animal, and is valued at: $150- 
Princess Second is one of the best- 
known does in America, with a iong 
line of aristocratic ancestors, 

The experience of the Bonanza rab- 
bitry has been among the most nota- 
ble. About four years ago the chil- 
dren of B. C. Platt Were givens 
couple of common Angora rabbits. Un- 
der the guidance-of their father they 
attempted to improve the breed. Mr. 
Platt, having had an experience of 
twenty years in the breeding and sale 
of fine horses and cattle, had the skill 
and perseverance required for origina! 
investigation. They first spent con- 
siderable time with Silver Gray rab- 
bits: then experimented with Flemish 
Giants. neither of which proved en- 
tirely satisfactory. Later, learning of 
the Belgian, they procured some speci- 
mens from different parts of the coun- 
try, sending as far east as Philadelphia 
for some of -them. By careful selec- 
tion-and breeding they laid the founda- 
tion of the Bonanza Rabbitry, and, a 
ago, had the’ largest-and best- 
appointed rabbitry in the city. 

At this time Mr. Platt published his 
manual, above quoted, giving his ideas 
of the care, breeding and rearing of 
the Belgian. These ideas were bold 
and original. The main feature of its 
teachings was the adoption of the free, 
outdoor, runway system. in place of 


the cribbed, cabined and confined 
hutches which. the rigors of eastern 
-climates render necessary. This im- 


proved system has been very exten- 
sively adopted in Southern California, 
and has been an important factor in 
the manifest improvement of the Cali- 
fornia Belgian over eastern speci- 
mens. The greatest charm of the Bel- 
gian is that "he has all the grace and 
beauty of the wild hare, combined with 
the gentleness of disposition and the 
perfection .of form color possible 
only in a high-bred domesticated ani- 
mal. Toc obtain all these desirable 
qualities the hare must have room to 
range and breathe. He cannot ac- 
quire them in a little narrow. box. The 
California climate favors the hare in 
every Way, and a great variety of 
his choicest food is obtainable here. 
Mr. Platt was fortunate in some of 
the early advertisements in The Times 
of the Bonanza Rabbitry, one of which,

ecription, was copied free of charge, 
into Printers’ Ink. Plain Talk, and sev- 
era! other high- eastern publica- 
tions. The receipts of this rabbitry 
for the past fourteen months, from 
gales of the manual, of certain patented 
appliances for the care of the Belgian, 
such as hay racks, water jars, and 
automatic grain feeders, and of hares, 
have been upward af $3000. With five 
exceptions, all of the animgls sold have 
been bred at this rabbitry,.making a 
record, in this respect. at least, which 
is probably unequaled to date in Los 


and a few wor 


recognized masters in the field. An il 
lustration of the permanence and valve 
of the industry is shown in the experi- 
ence of one firm whom Mr. Gillen vis- 
ited. They have been breéding Belgians 
for twenty-five years, and have always 
found a ready demand for all they 
could supply. They informed Mr. Gil 
‘en that thefr sales for one month, 
about the time of his visit, amoun ed to 
the tidy sum of $2500, all resulting from 
their reputation, without especial ad 
vertising: The English are now expori- 
ing largely to the United States, and 
also to France and Germany. 

Interest in the Belgians among the 
English at the present time far sur- 
passes that taken in poultry or in any 
species of larger live stock. Fairs for 
the exhibition of Belgians are hed 
everywhere throughout the kingdom 
The entries at some of these exhibitions 
are confined to very narrow boundaries, 


-a township or two, or a county. Otheis 


admit entries from wider sections, and 
once a year, in October, a general fair 
is held at the Crystal Palace, London 
to which are brought, in competition. 


4-all__the prize winners from the smaller 


fairs. The crack specimens are taken 
from one fair to another, and some of 
them win many prizes each during the 
season. Mr. Gillen intended. to purchase 
a hundred of the finest hares that he 
could find, but after a stay of four 
weeks in England attending the differ- 
ent expositions and visiting the rabbit- 
ries, was obliged to content himself 
with thirty, these being all that he 
found of a standard which.he cared to 
accept. He returned to New York with 
these, giving them his pe:sonal atten 
tion and supervision on the steamer, As 
1 result of the good care that they have 
had they arived in Los Angeles in fine 
condition, 
The remaining ten were sold in New 
York and Chicago. Two have been sold 
in Los Angeles” for the high Shei of 
each. 

Two of the beans of Mr. Gillen’s im- 
portations are Lord Edinbro, a buck 
for Whose services a fee of $25 is 
charged, and Countess Lincoln. Mr.

AB soon as Mr. Gillen arrived in Los 
Angeles he sold a pair of his fine tm- 
ported animals, Lord and’ Lady Lur- 
gan, to Frank E. Walsh, for $600, the 
highest price yet paid for hares in this 
section. Mr. Walsh charges $20 for the 
services of Lord Lurgan, notwithstand- 
ing which.charge he is booked ahead 
until February. 

Kemp's Belgian rabbitry was started 
two years ago with three does and a 
buck. He has now between fifty and 
sixty, and ships many. He informs Tce 
Times that his rabbitry cost $200, and 
that ten hares paid for it within three 
months, 
The Lincoln Park Rabbitry was 
Started last April by two English gen- 
tlemen, H. T. Shorting and Dr. Bower, 
with two bucks and four does, the lat- 
ter with young. Notwithstanding 
sales and loss from accidents, they 
now have over one hundred and fifiy 
animals. Money has not been spared 
in building this rabbitry. There are 
no small hutches and no raised pens 
with wooden floors. Each animal has 
ample room for exercise, the runs being 
from twenty to twenty-five feet long, 
one-third of which is under a pitched 
roof. The floors are carpeted with wire 
netting, which is covered with several 
inches of earth to prevent burrowing. 
At this rabbitry a good-sized piece of 
ground has been surrounded with a 
high wire to a board fence, the wire 
being also sunk in the ground some 
three feet to prevent the animals bur- 
rowing out, and in this enclosure a 
buck and several young hares. have 
been turned loose and left to a great 
extent to take care of themselves. 
There is water, and brambles and trees 
for shade (the latter having their 
trunks surrounded with wire.) They 
have taken kindly to their semi-wild 
state, have burrowed in several parts 
of the enclosure and are now busily 
occupied -in raising young families, 
the members of whom,. when old 
enough, will be caught, killed and sold

BAD FOR | MOLINEUX. 


VICTORIES FOR PROSECUTION IN 
THE POISONING CASE. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Dec. §.—Several inter- 
esting points developed today in con- 
nection with the trial of Roland B. 
Molineux for the murder of Mrs. 
Katherine J. Adams. First, there was 
the capture of an important witness 
for the prosecution. This was Mamie 
Mullands,? the young woman who 
cared for Molineux’s rooms at Newark. 
Through a ruse on the part of detect- 
ives she was induced to cross the 
State line from New Jersey to Suffern, 

.» and when once within the 
jurisdiction of the New York State 
sauthorities, she was placed under ar- 
rest and brought to New York City. 

It is said that she will be placed on 
the stand by the State and compelled 
to testify that Molineux was accus- 
tomed to use the now famous blue 
paper surmounted by three interlaced 
crescents. This same paper made its 
appearance in the case later in the 
day when George William Hall of 
Modus, Ct., was called for the purpose 
of testifying concerning a letter which 
fell into the possession of his em- 
ployer, Dr., Fowler. 

The witness stated that James Burns 
of Detroit, Mich., sold a great many 
letters to Prof. Fowler, who deals in 
medical remedies, that the signature 
of Roland B. Molineux was noticed, 
and the New York authorities were 
notified of the find. The défense ad- 
mitted the identity of this letter, as 
having been written by the defendant. 
This is considered an important point, 
owing to the fact that it was written 
upon blue paper with the crescents, 
and the defense has acknowledged the 
writing of it. 

The, legal battle today ranged around 
the question of expert testimony and 
the admissibility of handwriting ‘when 
“not disputed.” Attorney Weeks 
fought bravely for his client, but in 
the end the prosecution triumphed, the 


Recorder saying that the court would 


be forced to consider the exhibits as 
being in. the handwriting of the de-— 
fendant unless the testimony of the 
witness, Expert Kinsley, should be im- 
peached or contradicted by the § de- 
fense in some manner. 

It seemed to be a day of victories 
for the prosecution, for the specimens 
of handwriting by Molineux before his 
arrest and at the time that Cornish 
was under suspicion, was admitted,

The ordinance formally dedicating 
Sunset Park as one of the parks of the 
city was signed by the Mayor and filed 
with the City Clerk yesterday.

MAYOR CHANGED HIS MIND AND 
SIGNED THE ORDINANCE. 


Says in Explanation That He Be- 
lieves the Present Administration 
Could not Well Go Back of the 
Action of a Former One—Public 
Works Discussed—‘“Rose of Hell.” 


Mayor Eaton yesterday signed the 
ordinance passed by the Council on 


Monday, irrevocably dedicating Sunset 


Park as one of the parks of the city. 
in the week, the Mayor an- 
noug@ctd that® he,was inclinéd to veto 
the ordinance on*account of some 
of the provisions in the deed of gift 
which did not meet with his approval. 
Yesterday, Councilman Vetter and 
Oil Inspector Monlux made a trip of 
inspection through .the west-end oil 
fields and the country immediately 
surrounding Sunset Park. Shortly 
after Mr. Vetter’s return, the Mayor 
signed the ordinance, and it was filed 
with the City Clerk last night. 

In explanation of the change in his 
determination,. the Mayor said that 
he had talked the matter over with 
Councilman Vetter, in whose ward the 
park lies, and that he had come to 
the conclusion that the present admin- 
istration could not well go back of the 
action of the former one, which ac- 
cepted the park land from Mrs. Shatto. 
While no formal ordinance of dedi- 
cation, was passed, the former, Council 
tacitly accepted the condition 
by Mrs. Shatto in her deed of gift,

beginning.” 

The petition of 8. C. Hubbell et al., 
granted by the board yesterday, asks 
that the following territory be added 
to the portion of. the city covered by 
this ordinance: “Commencing at the in- 
tersection of Broadway and _ Secon’! 
street, thence westerly along the cen- 
ter line of Second s'reet to Bunker Hill 
avenue; thence northerly along the 
center line of Bunker Hill avenue to 
California street; thence easterly along 
the center line of California street to

OPENING NEW HIGH STREET. 


A petition for opening New High 
street from Franklin to Broadway was 
filed yesterday with the City Clerk by 
the Title Insurance and Trust Company 
et al. The route proposed would prolong 
the street from its present, intersection 
with Franklin street straight to the 
northwest corner of. the additfon to 
The Times Building, now in chursé of 
construction.

DID HE MURDER HER? 


MOOTRY TESTIFIES THAT HIS) 
WIFE KILLED HERSELF. 


Evidence All in and Arguments to 
the Jury Will Begin This Morning. 
Defendant Weeps Copiously While 
on the Stand—Did Mrs. Mootry 
Have Suicidal Mania? 


The trial of Charles T. Mootry on a 
charge of wife murder is rapidly near- 
ing an end. The evidence was all in 
yesterday evening. Nothing remains. 
now but the arguments to the jury and 
its deliberations for a verdict. In 
probability, however, the arguments 
will not conclude until Monday, and the 
result of the trial may not be known 
until Tuesday or Wednesday. 

The feature of yesterday’s proceed- 


ings was the testimony of the defen-— 


dant in his own behalf. Immediately 
after \dinner he took the stand and was 
kept sJaiking for almost three-quarters 
of hour. Notwithstanding his pre- 
vious brazen behavior and his outland- 
ish obstreperousness, he told his story 
well and made withal a very favorable 
impression. This was due in large part, 
doubtless, to the skillful handling of 
the attorney who conducted his exam-” 
ination. Even if the defense have had 
no other opportunity during the trial 
to feel gratified with their client, they 
may be glad that he acquitted him- 
self as nicely as he did upon the stand. 

As soon as court convened in the 
morning, a long deposition was read 
from Bessie Hall Valentine, fornrerly 
an actress, residing at No. 429 Minna 
street, San Francisco. Mrs. Valentine 
knew Mrs. Mootry as long ago as 1877 
in Cincinnati, where they played en- 
gagements together. At that time Mrs. 
Mootry was known on the s.age as 
‘Minnie Huff.’’ The defense wanied to 
show that the woman’s' mind was 
turned. 

“Did the said Martha W. Mootry at- 


tempt to commit suicide in hér life-- 


time, to your knowledge?” was one of 
the questions in the deposition. 

‘Not to my knowledge. She said re- 
peatedly, in fact, many times, that she 
would prefer death to being deaf com- 
pletely or afflicted as she seemed to be 
from the loss of her organs and facul- 
ties.”’ 

“Was she despondent or did she ever 
tell you that she had ever attcmpted 
suicide, or was tired of living, or any- 
thing that indicated that she was in- 
clined to suicide? If so, state .every- 
thing that was said or written to you.’’ 

“She never wrote anything to me, es 
I have before stated; but she was very 
despondent and melancholy. She never 
told me that she had attempted suicide, 
but from the general conversation and 
expressions which she uttered, she did 
repeatedly express. herself to the ef-. 
fect that she was tired of life. I can-- 
not remember her exact words in that

“ROSE OF HELL.” 
PECULIAR FLOWERING TREE. 
During his recent visit in the East 

President Silver of the City Council 
was presented with a unique specimen 
of a flowering tree, the blossom of 
which is entirely of a Re wood. It was 
given to him by Col. L. C. Ellsworth of 
Denver, and is said to come from vol- 
canic soil in Central America. The 
specimen now in the possession of Mr. 
Silver seems to be almost perfect. The 
blossom, if it may be called. such, is 
composed of four distinct petals, con- 
cave in-shape, and arranged much like 
the petals of a half-blown rose. The 
outside of the petals or divisions of the 
flower is covered with bark like an 
ordinary tree; inside of these divisions 
the surface is indented with lines that 
follow each other in delicate tracery, 
like the veins in the petals of some 
flowers. The stem, which is about a 
foot iong, is of solid wood, not dissim- 
ilar from ash’ or ironwood, the 
fiber is more porous, and the wood is 
much lighter. It is covered with a 
dark-brown bark, and is cracked in 
sev eral places. 

Nothing like it is known to exist 
elsewhere on earth. It is regarded with 
awe and sunherstition by the natives 
living in the vicinity ef the volcano. 
and a strange legend holds that it is 
the only flower or ornament produced 
in hell. The flowers are regarded as a 
perfect mystery, as they grow on an 
immense, strong tree, like a rose upon 
a bush. In th history which accom- 
panies the gift, the flower is described 
as ‘the greatest wonder as a natura! 
product upon earth.”

BROOM CORN. It would scem 


that fire had joined with “the broom- 
corn trust to destroy some of the 
good stock now on hand, says the 


Kansas City Packer, as the warehouse 
of Morse & Johnson, No. 182 Kenzie 


Street, was destroyed by fire Monday 
night, and about seven hundred tons 
of brush lost. This was fully insured. 
Morse & Johnson had stored _ this,. 


which they had bought at a reasonable 


price, and had prospects of a very 
fine profit. It seems too bad to have 
so much corn destroyed, when there 
is so little outside the trust. 

“" It is estimated that there were 
about 1800 tons of brush in the city 
owned outside -of the trust, -and- this 
100 tons is now destroyed and leaves 
only about 1000. The trust does not 


seem overly anxious to purchase this 
corn at present and the holders do not 
care to sell it. A farmer from the 
Central Illinois district had two cars 
of good brush on the market this week, 
for which he could obtain only $140 to 
$150 a ton. He was surprised at the 
price; as he had read such high prices 
in the papers. One very choice car 
was sold in this city during the week 
to a manufacturer for $209 a ton. This 
is the highest price paid thus far on 
this market, reports to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

There is really no movement of corn 
except what manufacturers are com- 
peed to buy. Brooms are gradually 
going up, and it is believed they will 


‘be $5 to $6 .a dozen jin wholesale lots 


first of the year. This ef- 
fects every. household. Reports come. 
from Central Ilinois district that 
farmers there are holding broomcorn 
seed expecting to get $9 to $10 a bushel 
for it. This will not—be realized, as 
there is plenty of seed among the 
farmers for what planting is neces- 
sary. 

There is no doubt there will be a 
larger acreage during the next plant- 
ing. season. From all States where 
broomcorn was once a good crop, but 
of late abandoned, cultivation. will 
again be taken up because of the high 
prices.

FRENCH DEPUTIES AROUSED BY 
CHAMBERLAIN’S SPEECH. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

PARIS, Dec. 8.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
During the debate in the Chamber of 
Deputies today on the colonial budget, 
Firmin Faure, Anti-Semite, urged the 
necessity of strengthening the defenses 


of the colonies, and the colonial army, 


in addition to a system of French ca- 
bles. He pointed out that while Cham- 
berlain’s Leicester speech was _ prob- 
ably his own personal view, the fact 
that the British Minister had indulged 
in such language toward France, was 
sufficiently grave cause for its coen- 
sideration by the chamber, and, he 
added, it was high time to take notice 
of Chamberlain’s warning. 

Mr. Faure also intimated that Brit- 
ish emissaries were overrunning Tunis, 
disguised as Protestant’ missionaries, 
and selling ammunition to the Arabs. 
The anti-British remarks were heartily 
cheered.

Controlling Interest in Cuyamaca 
‘ and Eastern Passes into Spreckels’s

Lake View Notes. . 


_LAKE VIEW, Dec. 8.—[{Regular Cor- 


respondence.] The Lake View Water. 


Company has completed a new steam 
pumping plant in the townsite. This 
plant consists of a 90-horse-power 
boiler and engine, which run a-pump 
with a capacity of 37,500 gallons an 
hour. The pump is placed at the bot- 
tom of ashaft forty feet deep at water 
level. The water is’ pumped through 
the new pipe line two miles in length, 


and requiring a total lift of some 220° 


feet, to a large reservoir, whence it is 
to be distributed through lateral lines 
over a portion of the tract. Two wells 
are now attached to the pump, anda 
new one is soon to be added. | 

Several of the Lake. View citizens 
have found that potatoes can be raised 
here with a profit when they can ob- 
tain water from the artesian wells at 
a cost of 10 cents an inch. Several 
hundred sacks have been dug and have 
found a ready market.
